As a result of his success at the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition at.San Francisco, where he (cap- 
tured a gold medal for wheat, Mr, O. Hansen, a farmer of 
Pincher Creek, Alberta, has been almost deluged with 
inquiries from farmers in all parts of the United States.

Alberta Estray Law 


The Alberta Estray Law prescrioes 
that the party who takes upan estray | 
animal must immediately notify the 
brand reader nearest to his place to 
come out and examine the animal and 
take a copy of the brand, if any, on 
the animal, Then an advertisment 
mist be inserted in the nearest local 
paper and also in the Alberta Gazette, 
and until the law is complied with the 
holder of an astray cannot collect any 
fee for his trouble or feed, Prompt 
action must be taken, the law bein 
very strictin this matter. The Keatid 
readers are entitled to a fee of two 
dollars for each animal they examine 
and milage to the amount of 10c¢ per 
mile, notto exceed 30 miles, The cost 
of the advertising and the reading of 
the brands is a charge against the 
estray anfinal and must be paid when 

the animal is claimed. ‘he party 
} holding the animal is responsible for 
all charges until it is sold or redeemed 
by the owner, No charges for feed 
are allowed between the 15th day of 
April and the 15th day of November. 
From November 15 to April 15 a fee 
of 15c per head per day is allowed for 
horses and cattle dating from the day 
on which the notice is mailed to the 
owner of the estray animal or to the 
Alberta Gazette, but not exceeding 
the sum of nine dollars, South of the 
20th township only five cents a day is 
allowed for feed and the total cost is 
limited to three dollars,

Too often in the paat the whole- 
salers and retailers of Canada have 
openly opposed the ‘“Made-in-Canada” 
movement. Where they have not op- 
posed it they have damned it with 
faint praise. Their motives in so 
doing are purely selfish. Very often 
to secure a share of Canada’s trade 
the foreign manufacturer quotes par- 
ticularly attractive prices to the 
dealer, prices which enable both 
wholesaler and retailer to extract a 
greater profit than usual from the sale 
of these goods. The foreign manu: 
facturer is able to do this because the 
Canadian market is only a small part 
of his total market, and he can easily 
sell at a low profit or even at cost, 
in other words “dump” in this

trol of the trade, whereas the Can- 
adian manufacturer, for whom Canada 
is the whole market, cannot afford 
to do business at a loss to meet the 
foreigner’s prices. This explains in 
great measure why wholesaler and 
retailer have not got behind the 
“Made-in-Canada” movement  untfl 
very recently. 

The Toronto “Globe,” in an article 
on the “Made-in-Canada” question the 
other day, explains the reason for the

“The people in the end can force 
the storekeeper or the dealer to give 
them the Canadian-made article. But 
he should see, especially in the light 
of present conditions, why he should 
encourage home production without 
being forced to do so, + nce the war 
broke out our exports as well as our 
imports have decreased with serious 
rapidity, and the only alternatives 
that confront Canada, in the face of 
such critical trade conditions, are in- 
creased production at home and a 
larger volume of business in the home 
markets, or bankruptcy. If Canadian. 
made goods are not sold in greater 
yolume the merchant and the whole- 
gale dealer must {nevitably suffer, 
simply because a very large number 
of their present customers, people who 
work in factories ang in offices de 
pendent on factories, will be forced 
out of employment. Furthermore,

The Kingston “Whig” had an edt 
farial the other day which coatains 
food for thought for all of us, We 
ere all interested in the early return 
of prosperity, and if each will work 
along the lines suggested by the King- 
ston “Whig,” there is no doubt that 
Prosperous times will soon be with 
Us again. 

“The man that's able to work and 
is out of work is the kind of man that 
we are determined to make into a 
busy producer. This is a problem for 
practical people. We can’t afford to 
leave this problem to the charitable 
Organizations. Canada is a poor land 
for organized charity. This is no 
country of slums, It is a land of self- 
helpers. Suppese that for every man, 
woman and child in Canada a hundred 
dollars were spent every year in buy- 
ing Canadian goods. Tota! $800,0U0,- 
000. That ‘s more than half the total 
amount of goods turned out of Can- 
@dian factories. That eight hundred 
millions of goods made, means more 
than $150,000,000 paid out in wages. 
Add that $150,000,000 to the gross 
@mount of money spent tor Canadian 
goods, and you add enough to keep 
the machine going as near as possible 
to a peak load. Bear in mind that 
every dollar spent for Canadian goods 
adds at least 20 cents to the amount 
paid in wages.

Some little towns tell big stories 
about industry. There is one down 
in Quebec; about thirty miles from 
Montreal. It's as pretty as a picture 
and as lively as a Maypole dance, and 
Desides the half-dozen hit-or-miss fac- 
tories that help to keep it booming, 
it has two enormous concerns, each of 
which spells a story for the average 
Canadian. One of these marvelous 
modern factories turns out sewing 
machines.

The first of these committees, ap: |} 
pointed in 1811, was composed of the } 
Duke of York, second son of orge 
Hl., Commander-in-Chief of the Army, | 
chairman; Admiral Lord Keith, Ad-| 
miral Lord iexmouth, two of the most 
experienced men in the navy, and the | 
two Congreve brothers, of the Ord- 
nance Department, ene of whom, Sir 
Willlam, was the inventor of many 
valuable military and industrial appli- 
ances. A more competent and author- 
itative committee could not have been 
found. 

In spite of their recommendations 
that Dundonald’s invention be kept a 
Secret, the British government wanted 
to. a part of it against the French 
at Toulon. Dundonald refused to con- 
sent to this, and tl ymmittee backed 
him up in his ref , on the ground 
that such partial use would reveal the 
secret to the enemy and to the world, 


and enable other countries to make 
use of it against Mngland. 
In order to demonstrate its power, 


however, Dundonald offered to use it 
against the French fleet at Flushing, 
whence Napoleon was planning an in-} 
vasion of Hugland; put this only on 
condition that he use it in all its ter- 
rible fullness. This the government re- 
fused, on the ground that it would not 
be war; it would be annihilation 

The second committee was appoint-} 
ed in 1846. It was as anthoritative in | 
its make-up as the first had been. it} 
Was directed to ascertain if the device 
was as efficient and as dreadful in the 
then relatively advanced state of mili | 
tary science as jit had seemed 85 | 
years previously. The committee re- 
ported in January, 1847, that there | 
Was not a shadow of doubt that Dun- | 
donald’s device would not merely de- 
feat, bul actually destroy, annihilate 
p out of existence, any hostile 
force against which it might be direct- 
ed, But it was too awful to contem- 
plate, and its first application would 
reveal the simple secret to all the 
world 

During the Crimean war, whoa s 
bastopol and Cronstadt seemed imn- 
nhable, Dundonald offered io re 
: viem in ore hour, The ttritish 
government hesitated and was still 
discussing the matter with the inven- 
tor when the war ended. 

Dundonald died in 1860, His plans 
are still in the archives of the British 
war office—at least there is no reason 
to suppose they have been destroyed 

und it is possible that, should the 
war take a turn disastrous to Great 
Britain, they may Be brought out and 
made the final weapon in an Armaged- 
don, It would end the war, and it 
would end not merely this war, but all 
war for all time; as, with the world 
in possession of a device with which 
armies and fleets and fortresses could 
be annihilated in an hour, a device 
So siinple that any one seeing it once 
could put it into practice, no nation 
would dare to make war, War on such 
terms would mean annihilation for vie- 
tor as well as for vanquished 

The Karl of Dundonald, inventor of 
this destroyer, was a most extra- 
ordinary man. He was born in 1775 
and was a captain in the navy by 1800, 
He won fame for himself by his bril- 
liant exploits in sea fighting: but he 
quarreled with his superiors and got 
into serious trouble through financial 
speculations, He made a name in par- 
liament through his exposures of 
abuses in the navy, and when things 
became too unpleasant for him in Eng: 
land he went to South America, where 
his military genius materially aided 
Chile to throw off the yoke of Spain. 

Had he not been famous as an ad 
miral, Dundonald would have been fa- 
Mous as 4 scientist, for his inventions 
were many and practi These in- 
cluded a lamp for Surning oil of tar, 
new methods of excavation and min- 
ing, steam engines for marine uso, and 
the screw engines for marine use, and 4 
the screw propeller, which he patent 
ed in 1843, 


It is easy to forget the magnitude 
of that influence because its greatest 
achievements are as silent as they 
are crushing. But in all history there 
has been nothing comparable with the 
ascendancy which the British fleet 


has established on the high seas to- 
day,—London News and Leader.

The Value of the Potato as a Stock

In the past fifty years there has 
been really only one “fight to a finish” 
}among the nations. That fight was 
the war between France and Prussia. 
Only then was the victor able to dic- 
tate his own terms of peace, It was 


after long discussion arriving at 
compromise satisfactory to both or 


equally unsatisfactory. The loser had 
nothing to do in 1870 but to agree 
to what the victor demanded. The 


present war will end in the same way. 
The yictor will lay down his condi- 
tions, 
armistice which precedes any formal 
discussion of terms will be brought to 
an end and the fight will continue, It 
is safe to say that among the allies 


there is not more than one man in 
a hundred who looks forward to a 
compromise, The principles that are 


being contended for do not admit 
compromise.

The last great war, that in the Ba 
kans, and we include both the war 
of the allies against Turkey and the 
subsequent war of Serbia and Greece 
against dominant and arrogant Bul- 
garia, was not decided by the victor.

The Best Rates of Seeding Under Cer- 
tain Conditions 

Only by systematic experimentation 
on the part of the individual growers 
living in various sections can be 
proved the true worth of alfalfa as a 
plant.

The war between Britam and South 
Africa, ike the American Civil war, 
differs from other great eonfiiets in 
the past half century. Lincoln al- 
Ways regarded the soldier f the 
South as disobedient citiz Bri- 
tain, too, has claims of sovereignty 
tipon the Transvaal. In hoth cases 
there was no talk of terms. Uneon- 
ditlonal surrender was demanded. tn 
both cases it was yielded, in South 
Africa the Boers did vot know what 
terms they would be foreed to ac- 
cept for a couple of years after the 
last shot had been fired. Nor did 
Lee, when at Appomatox, he yielded 
to Grant's stern decree of wneondl- 
tional surrender. In this one cas 
the terms granted by the conqueror 
were more generous, than the van- 
quished had a right to expeet. In 
the case of the Civil War, the South 
suffered from a “carpet bag” regime 
hardly less terrible than war. In 
the war between the United States 
and Spain the fight was not continued 
to a finish. Spain yielded govercian- 
ty in Cnba and the Philippines. She 
paid no indemnity. On the contrary, 
the United States paid her $20,000.- 
000 and other expenses. The war 
was no “draw,” and while it estab- 
lished the United States as a world 
power, it did not destroy Spain.

How 1 Preserve Fruit 


Without Useing Sugar 


To put up fruits without sugar, simply prepare them in the 
ordinary way; see that the jarsare perfectly clean, thoroughly scald- 
ed with boiling water, filled to the top and left a considerable time; 
boil the rubbers and covers, and seethat the rubbers are soft and 
free from grooves or cracks, place the fruit in the jars, fill with cold 
water, place them in a boiler filled with cold water, heat to the boil- 
ing point. Berries will do if removel when the boiling point is 
reached, Large fruits, such as peaches, pears, plums, cherries and 
the like should get 20 to 30 minutes boiling. 

A board should be placed in the bottom of the boiler to keep

Hall Damages Crops
